THE WAR IN EUROPE. 

— o — 

THE f'lOHT AT SAAllBRUCKL 

Tlie Ntw York 7*ri6««c’j» special correapondeat 
with the French forces sends the following ac» 
count of this affair : — 

** A French officer gave me a place in his car, 
riage ; at half-past nine we reached the advanced 
posts, as a lieutenant and captain of the 69th of 
the line were busy buckling on their men’s knap- 
sacks. They only knew the orders were ‘ For, 
ward. * At ten o’clock, viriettea of Bartul’s bri- 
gade wore sent to the front, and the infantry, 
advancing under cover of a cross fire, followed 
the road on a parallel line of artillery and cavalry. 

^ ‘ heights on the other side were reached with- 
jut serious opposition, overlooking Saarbrucken. 
and the- artillery opened tire at once, the Prus- 
sian batteries on the other aide of the river re- 
plying vigorously. A division of battle, massed 
upon the road from Forbach to Saarbrucken, 
moved up, and the attack began in earnest. « The 
Emperor arrived a,t twelve, and cannonading 
was brisk all along the line. The Prussian bat- 
tery, at the entrance of the wood, near the vil- 
lage of Arneval, finding it too hot, limbered up, 
and moved away. Battalion Ten, of the Prus- 
sian infantry, retreated at the same time in good 
order. Upon this battalion was made the first 
experiment with the vtUrailleurt and with de- 
cided effect ; the battalion was broken, and dis- 
appeared in disorder behind the nearest cover. 

**At two, the troops in advance gained the 
ground just held by the Prussians, and occupied 
it without further resistance ; here and there 
were a few Prussians, dead and wounded ; there 
was cannonading tow.ii'xls oaorioaifl, fcvt.it wa? 
growing weaker. 

‘‘At nine, a strong column of infantry, with 
cavalry and artillery, leaving Ptercben, took 
position between the village *of Arneval and the 
slopes of Saarbrucken. Thb movement was 
sustained on the left, in front of Forbach, by 
the First Division of the Second Corps, the other 
division supporting the right, the whole body 
being 25,000 men ; the C7th Regiment formed 
the hea^l of the column of the Second Division, 
and opened fire in skirmishing order on the 
enemy, who were well posted in the upper part of 
the valley in which the French had deployed. 

The struggle w,ag brief, and in twenty mi- 
nutes the Prussian infantry was in full retreat, 
but the enemy’s artillery, posted at the edge of 
the woods in the rear of Saarbrucken, opened on 
them. The French troops advanced under fire, 
and established several battalions on the heights 
above the Saar. The cannonading stretched 
along the line from Ludwig, a mile and a half to 
the right of Saarbrucken, to the extremity of the 
valley of .Vrnevel, in the rear of the village of 
the same name. Firing was continued with vio- 
lence until half-pr^sb two, when the enemy’s fire 
gradually died out. The other forces fell back, 
and the French advanced and picked up two 
dead and seven wounded. During the action, 
the Prussians blew up the bridge over the Saar, 
which the French are now repairing. The Prus- 
sian forces numbered 6000, Sharp cannonading 
was heard towards Groslindorf, occupied by the 
Third Division.’* 

From Metz, another correspondent writes 

‘♦We had flix killed and 170 wounded. The 
Prussian loss is not known, but is reckoned at 
250. In the train with me from Saarbrucken 
were some 1 14 prisoners, among them 5(1 Prus- 
sian reserves. One is Kell, son of the ex-Grand 
Chamheilain, Duke of Nassau. A staff officer, 
8601; by the Emperor, has arrived from Forbach, ! 
to question the prisoners, and with an order that 
they be kindly treated,”

THE BATTLE OF WEISSENBURG. 

The Tribune’s special correspondent writes 
from Mayence as follows 

*‘This evening came adcspatch Dom Weissen- 
burg, announcing the Prussian victory and oc- 
cupation of rhat place. I have obtained the 
following details : — ^The King on his arrival at 
Mayence, called a Council of war, and urged that 
the sooner the existing inaction ceased the 
better, and pressed an advance. His opinion 
was adopted, and orders were telegraphed to 
attack the outposts in the neighbourhood of 
Landau and Weissenburg, A Prussian force, 
composed of two line regiments, on© regiment of 
Bavarian troops, and gome artillery, in all about 
9000 strong, drove the French before tbem into 
Weissenburg. The artillery was then brought 
up, and opened out the fortification of the town, 
which soon canght fire. Seeing this, and some 
confusion among the French troops, the Prus- 
sians could no longer be rc-strained by their 
officers, who were anxious to reduce the town 
by cannonading. The soldiers rushed forward 
with the bayonet, to the surprise of the French, 
who was not expecting any attack for hours to 
come, and were barricading and entrenching. 
The Prussians lost heavily, but took 800 prigo- 
ners ap^|tho town. 

“ Tb5>reate3fc enthusiasm prevails here, and 
there Is an immense crowd at the palace calling 
to cheer the King,” 

The game correspnndent writes from Mavence 
on Friday at midnight “ Half of the prisoners 
taken at Weissenburg were first marched from 
the citadel to the railway. They put good 
faers on the matter, and showed tnie French 
gaiety. The large crowd received them well, 
throwing packages of tobacco and cigars to their 
r beaten foes. The soldiers all belonged the 
^'415 regiment of the line. The officete VereJ 
•Ibiwod to retain their swords, and to be paroled 



on reaching Munich. The ether 400 ' that were 
taken at Weissenburg went last night to Oxford. 
There were 800 in all. As before, wine and 
cigars were offered by the Germans, but the 
French desired to pay for everything. The 
privates were disarmed, but kept their bayonets, 
sheaths, and knapsacks. 

“ I personally know that the French stories 
of 25,000 Pmsaians at Saarbruck are false.” 

Another correspondent sends from Nancy, on 
Friday morning, the following account of the 
battle of Weissenburg from the French side : — 

“ While General Douay’s division, composed 
of the 74th and 50th regiments of the line, the 
16th battalion of the Chasseurs on foot, one 
regiment of Turcos, and one regiment of mounted 
Chasseurs, were busy yesterday in the neighbor- 
hood of Weissenburg, they were actually startled 
by a terrific discharge of artillery. As the 
patrols, which had been posted all along the 
line, had not gignalled the presence of any Prns- 
gian troops, the men believed for a moment that 
they were surrounded by the enemy. This was 
not the case, but the Prussians, in great force^ 
and well supplied with artillery, appeared on the 
heights of Schwerger, occupying the whole 
country near5the small 'Bavarian village of that 
name. General gDouay ordered his troops to 
^■dvance before the enemy, keeping os much as 
possshle behind Weissenburg, which lay just 
beliind them and the Prussians ; hut this pre- 
caution proved quite useless, because the guns 
wove pouring a treuieiuloua fire upon them, and 
the troops were falling in great nunbers in the 
village of Weissenburg itself. The French re- 
treatetl from their former position, and com- 
menced marching on the right aide of the village. 
The Frussi%jtt. guiyi.> were equally effective in 
Weissenburg au^j[pa the midsi*'- the troops, 
several houses were set on fire, and r, 'large 
number of soldiers lay dead or wounded. 

At about 11 o’clock General Vohican’s divi- 
sion was commencing to retire. However, a 
new attack was ordered. The Turcos led the 
way, and, bayonets in hand, threw themselves 
on the Prussian batteries of artillery. All 
proved useless ; and had the French insisted on 
attacking the enemy any longer, there would 
not have been one of them left alive on the 
ground. As soon as what was left of Douay’a 
forces began retiring, the Prussian artillery was 
after them. The troops cainmenced running, 
without orders, crossing. the roads and vineyards 
until reaching the farthest point of Weissenburg. 
The nutnl>er of dead and wounded must bo very 
large indeed. The remaining troops are crazed 
to avenge the death of their late general. 

“ The country people seem in great consterna- 
tion. Tlie roads leading to Hagenau are covered 
with peasants carrying their goods and cattle 
with them, and crying over the sad fate reserved 
for their humble cottages.” 



Franco-Prussian Battles. 

In 1S06. at Jena, Napoleon defeated the Prus- 
sians, under Prince Hohenlohc. The French 
numbered 90,000, the Prussians 40,000. On the 
same day, at a short distance from Jena, hlar- 
shal Dnvonst totally defeated the Duko of 
Bnmswick .at Aworstjvlt. The French numbered 

22.000, the Pnissiahs 66,000. In 1813, Napoleon 
defeated the Prussians and Russians at Lufczen. 
It is not easy to ascertain the exact numbers on. 
either gi-le. The French had a considerable 
superiority on tho whole, but were almost desti- 
tute of cavalrv. In 1813, the French, under 
Napoleon, defeated the allied Russians and Prus- 
sians at Bautzen. The French numbered 138,000, 
the nllies 00. 000, At Dresden, in 1813, Napoleon 
defeated the allied ,\nstro-Rus3o-Pr«saian army. 
The French numbered 125,000, the allies 155,000. 
At the Katzhach, in 1813, BlucUer totally de- 
fc.ated the French Marshal Macdonald. The 
nutnhers were nearly 30,000 on either side. At 
Gross-Beeren, in 1813, the allies, nnder Berna- 
dottc, totally defeated the French Marshal Oudl. 
not. The allies nnmherod 90,000, tho' French 

80.000. At Denewitz, in 181.3, the allies de- 
feate 1 Marshal Nev. The French had 70.000, 
the allies were slightlv superior. In 1813, at 
Leipsic, the allies totally defeated N.apoleon. 
The French numbered 166,000, tho allies 230.000. 
In 1814, at La Bothier, the allies defeated Napo. 
Icon. The allies numbered 100,000, the French 

50.000. In 1814. at the successive battles of 
Montmirail, Ghampanbert, and Vanchamps, Na- 
pfJeon defeated the superior forces of Bluch^r. 
In 1814, at Laon, Blncher defeated Napoleon. 
The allies numbered 104,000, the French 50,000, 
In 1815, at Ligny. Napoleon defeated the Prus- 
sians. under Bbicher. The French numbered 

73.000, the Prussians 84,000. These rcdouhtahle 
antagonists have not met since the final fall of 
Napoleon until the beginning of the present war.

For y Cal'S pfist we have been listening to 
the rarnonrs of wavs, till we had come at 
last to expect them, aud to look for no- 
tliing beyond rumrurs, Yet there were 
tlioae who informed us at different inter- 
vals by the home mails ihat the jealousies 
between the two rivals for saprennicy in 
the con noils of Europe were too deep to be 
rooted out by diplomacy : nothing lint an 
iippeul to arms could eradv'ftte the rankling: 
mischief. To expect a (iiml settlement iu'*^' 
any other way would, we were told, be 
like ** hoping against hope,” The last 
mail put an end to all suspense : the war 
had commeneed. The rumours had given 
pkco to the fatal reality. Franca and 
Prussia had taken the field. Two great 
peoples were fighting down one another 
ill the presence of the advanced civilisation 
of Europe, and leaving in the line of their 
inarch the wreck of all that is beautiful in 
art and nature. Phuir succc.sses are marked 
by broken bridges, rail ways, smoking 
ruins, and the dead bodies of men. And 
now the latest telegram brings the stun- 
ning news that Napoleon is in captivity, 
and that Paris is in a state of siege. 

The war has at the outset composed all 
the difterences of the German peoples — 
North and iiionth. The union, nominal 
•tiiohiglYbelore, is now a fact for nil Eii:' 0 [)d 
and the world to study ; it is full of in- 
terest for all mankind. One mastering 
idea has banded together a divided people, 
a result pm haps not forecasted by Nape- 
leon. Prussia, comprising various Ger- 
manic states, with sympathies and interests 
in fierce antagonism, and who have been 
held together for years by all sorts of out- 
ward pressing, is now, for the first time, 
massed into one kingdom. The cohei^nce 
appears to be cordial and complete. The 
wolf of w'ar has united the .scattered sheep 
of the Prussian flock, wlio are putting 
themselves under the raatchle.ss sti terns n- 
ship of Bismarck, and cimsing the Riiine 
to check the insolence of tho dictator of 
Europe, to bound the ambition that would 
iipe the splendour of the first Empire and 
trample on the libertips of mankind. Aud 
the war which, has made the estranged 
states of Germany one great kijigdom 
threatens to brc:<k up united France into 
fierce party strifes, and to reml asunder a 
great and united empire. When the 
Frussiana shall have avenged upon the 
third Emperor the outrages infl'eted upon 
them by the first — when they shall have 
placed Napoleon III, on some St. Helena, 
as the British did his uncle, the .spell of 
the great name may bo broken for ever ; 
the altar of French magnificencft will be 
broken down. The chaos of 90 yeai-s ago 
may be acted over again ; but svitli this 
difference : that then they started upon a 
career of conquest after 150 years of ex- 
emption from civil war or invasion ; but 
that now they must set out with a dia- 
heartening defeat. 

Retribution is a law to nations as well 
as individuals : it diftera only in its appli- 
cation. Each person of whom a nation is 
composed is accountable in an after life 
for the deeds done in this ; but Tiations, 
mch, have no after life, A nation's wrong- 
doing in one period of its history is visited 
in another. A nation’s treachery, blood- 
shed, and oppression, without due repen- 
tance, are as certain to he dealt with in 
some national way, as the same crimes, 
in an individual, are to be punished : the 
former’s in this life, the latter’s in a life 
after this. Admitting that the above rea- 
soning accords with fact and the fitness of 
things, and is the guiding principle of ar- 
bitration at work in the udjustnionfc of na- 
tional awards for national iniqiiitie.s, who 
will be bold enough to say that 1870 may 
not be the beginning of retribution for 
wrongs done by Franco, which had their 
beginning in 17891 Our readers all know 
that May 5tli of that year witnessed the 
opening of the SUtes Geuei-al in France. 
On the 14th of the July following, the 
first open blow was struck by an attack 
upon the Bastile. When the King heard 
of it, he said to one of his tniaied friends, 
“This is A revolt!” The reply was, “Sire, 
this is a revolution 1” Here was the be- 
ginning of that mine that afterwards ex- 
ploded in national excesaes, some of 'wl'^h 
are unutterable. The destruction of kiw 
and order soon followed. Religion and 
royalty ceased to bo iT.spectcd, Chris- 
tianity was decreed out of date, and dealt 
with as a hampering impediment. Saintly 
goodness, and greed and baseness, were con- 
founded. The creed of the Revolution wius 
the famous “ Rights of Man and the 
libeH)/, equality, and sovereignty o( the peo- 
ple were field as tho basis of social govern- 
monL The acafTold was soon oroot«d t a

King and Queen, who deset-yecl a better 
fate, ’mingled their blood to consecrate it.^ 
Their offspring were reserved for a worse 
destiny even than this. The brave Swiss 
Guards were overpowered end slaughtered 
with unpitying ferocity. All power passed 
into the hands of tyrants. A state of 
things was installed which is known to 
history as “the Reign of Terror.” The 
whole scene darkened as it advanced, till 
the curtain, red with the blood and wet 
with the tears of nulHons, fell on the field 
of Waterloo, and the Corsican tyrant found 
his home anrh his grave on St. Helena, 
And the crimes and wrongs alluded to were 
not;^e doings of a great man, or of a 
Tinker of great men. They were the 
de^Is of a nation. The French people 
willed them. Napnleori executed the de- 
crees of France. His arm wielded a na- 
tion’s vengeance. And if there be an 
eternal justice in the affairs of nations, ar- 
bitrating their destiny, is it too much to 
say that the rout that is now going on in 
the Fi'ench army is a rebound from a blow 
struck long ago 1 Are nob the murmurs 
of the French people something like an 
echo from ti:e shriek of millions, in all the 
languages of civilised man, appealing to hea- 
ven for justice 1 The remembrance of four 
hundred thousiindof the best men of France 
stiffened into stone on the frozen deserts of 
Russia with loot taken nt Moscow in their 
hands, is doing more to block the way of 
French success than all the needle guns of 
the Prussian army. To premise rashly 
upon the mysteries and the retributions of 
Providence would at any time he the 
height of irreverence, and especially so 
now. But the past compared with the 
present suggests many solemn lessons, and 
he must be hopelessly blind who cannot 
see them with the naked eye. France has 
never recovered the 26 years of war thab 
ended in 1815. The drain that was going 
on during those years upon the vital part 
of the nation, the loss of stamina at the 
very heart, hag never been repaired. The 
conscriptions begun with the young French- 
men at the age of perfect manhood, and if 
they were ever discharged from the service, 
they were either maimed, or their pith and 
vigour were exhauate<l. Such a race of 
ancestors could never have the honour of 
transniittiug a type, of manhood that could 
be trusted where daring and endurance are 
the conditions of success. 

An inspired idiot, as Johnson called him, 
treated the philosOpliy of this question in 
lines of deep wisdom, which may be studied 
bv France, or any other nation, with 
profit : — 

“III fares the liind. tn hastening ills » 

Where wealth acciinmlates, and men decay. 
Princes and lords mav fl<mrUh or may fade— 
Ahreath mavmake them, as a breath has made; 
pub a bold peasaiitrv, their nation’s pride, 
When on:e dealroycd^ can never be supplied.”

ARROWTOWN- 

( a Correspondent ) 

■)ctober 4, 1870. 

The long-looked-for raiu has come at last, and 
its coming is trwe wealth to the entire district. 
Every branch of the vegetable kingdom has been 
promising fair enongh ; but now we can see 
things growing. The amount of field crops 
this year excee<ls that of all former ones ; and 
with the start they are now getting, it will 
be ill luck indeed if this does not beat all pre- 
vious years in prosperous results. In tho or- 
chard, the fruit trees are in profuse blossom, and 
have hitherto escaped the usual frosts of the 
season. As this local industry has lately been I 
gone into here by many on an extensive scale, 
importation of fruit will every year lessen, and 
exportation soon become tho order of the day, 

in mining matters there is little to report. 
John Chinaman has been bringing more grist to 
the Warden’s mill than that worthy gentleman 
is likely to appreciate, if future court-days are 
to be a repetition of yestardav. Sickening cases 
of mining disputes, lost or stolen cocks and hens, 
involving the beauty and fashion of the town, 
occupied the court till dusk. The more impor- 
tant cases were the applications for agricidtural 
leases on the Crown Terrace, which is admitted 
to be the finest soil in the district, though 
situated at a high elevation. Some of the appH- 
cations were rejected on the "rounii of the ap- 
plicants not being British subjects ; and tho rest 
granted subject to certain reservations, such as 
water frontages, auriferous ground, peat bogs,

October 3, 1870. 

Since my last communication, which was some 
time since, the weather has been everything that 
conld be desired for mining operations, and the 
holders of claims on tho banks of the Molyneux 
have nothing t« complain of as regards the 
length of the season. Just now, there is every 
prospect of fine weather. Should it continue 
for another month, Messrs Ritt and Co., at the 
Half-mile 6e-ach, will from current reports have 
no cause to complain about the price they paid 
for the claim. I am informed that the purchase 
money, together with the cost of opening up the 
claim, building dams, tc., amounts to little 
short of £3,506, and all this was expended be- 
fore they obtained an ounce of gold. It is a 
universal wish here that the shareholders will 
be well rewarded for their pluck in entering upon 
this speculation. This company hold four acres 
at the Half-mile Beach, on the west bank of the 
Molyneux, m working which they strip from 
sixty to seventy feet of mullock into the river 
with water. This stripping is done in summer, 
after which they sink to the river level, when 
they have to erect a wheel and pump to keep 
the paddo;;k dry. The bottom is reached about 
eighteen feet below tho level of the water. The 
lead of gold is confined to a narrow gutter, which 
runs through the claim. It is worked day and 
night, and employs twenty men, at £3 10s per 
week each. The adjoining claim is owned by 
Wood and party, who as yet have not commenced i 
operations, owing to their not having a supply ! 
of water to sluice off the top dirt ; but I have | 
no doubt they will have everything in readiness | 
for next season. It was June before this claim | 
was granted ; consequently it was too late for j 
them to procure a supply of water in time to ^ 
have bottome^l a paddock this season. The Hit 
or Miss Claim, at Frenchman’s Point, has done 
remarkably well this season, and got over a large 
quantity of ground, having substitutetUramwaya 
anti trucks for wheelbhrrows, by which they get : 
tlu’Ottgh four times the quantity of ground with 
the same number of hands. There are several 
other claims on the west bank of tho Molyneux 
doing very well, but it would take up too much 
sp.ace to enumerate them. At Butcher’s Point, 
Staubrook and party and Mr James Coleman are 
in full work, with satisfactory results. The 
sluicing claims at Conroy’s, Butcher’s, and 
Blackman’s Gullies are all at work with a full 
supply of water, and several of them .are, to my 
knowledge, doing remarkably well. I have 
heard very little grumbling about the Bhort sup- 
ply of water this season, which has certainly 
been an exception to the general rule. 

The dredges are not doing nearly so well this 
season as last, although they are making good 
wages. Each year they have a larger quantity 
of tailings to eontend with, which materially 
affects the working of their claims ; in fact, in a 
few years in my opinion dredging will be a thing 
of the past in this neighborhood. The quantity 
of tailings sluiced into the river every year is 
somsthiug enormous, and the heavy portion of 
these tailings, which lodges ou tho bottom of 
the river, renders it impossible to reach the bot- 
tom with present appliances. 

T!ie Oyeus .Water Race is flowing full of water, 
and the owners arc working a string of boxes on 
the baiiks'of'the Muiyiieux, near tho Newcastle 
coal pit, with satisfactory results. The Manu- 
herikia Ground Nluiciiig Co, ’a race is also full. 
Four of the shireholiiers are working one string 
of boxes on the Molyneux, and are doing ex- 
ceedingly well. The remaining eight share- 
holders arc sinking for the main bottom imme- 
diately below the Newcastle coal pit. They 
have ono of the best plants on the river, and 
have lately laid dovm a tramway, and procured 
tmeks, to be worked with horse power. They 
have started to sink about fourteen feet above 
the present level of tho river, and can conse- 
quently stand a rise of about ten feet without 
having to knock off work. It is to be hoped 
that when they reach the bottom, they will be 
rewarded with plenty of the preciotis metal 
This company have done more prospecting than 
any other company in the district, and should 
they succeed in striking gohl in this instance, 
they will not only benefit themselves, but the 
whole community. 

The disagreoment between the School Com- 
mittee and Mr Reid, tho Rcboolraaster. is at an 
end. Mr Reid has resigned the appointment of 
Town Clerk, preferring, if be cannot be both, to 
remain schoolmaster. I should imagine that the 
Council are a little ashanied of the part they 
played iu this affair of the Town Clerkship. 

Ou Thursday last, Mr George Faehe, of the 
Dunatan Tlme», passed through this place on his 
way to Clyde, suffering from a severe fall from 
hifl horse. In conscciuonce of the pain ho wag 
suffering, the buggy in which he wag driven 
had to proceed very slowly and carefully. It 
appears that Mr Fache was returning from. Rox- 
burgh on Wednesday last, and had only pro- 
ceeded a short distance when his horse came 
heavily to the ground, and rolled over him. Ho 
received some severe bniisoR, aud was very much 
flcratched about the face. Dr rhumson was im- 
mediately sent for, Mr Fache being moanwliilo 
cOnvoyed to Mr John O'Brien’s, at tho Gorge 
Creek. Dr Thomsou arrived there about mid- 
night, and found his patient very much bruise<l. 
but, £ believe, more frightenful than hurt. Tho 
strangest part of the whole affair ia that the 
I}anatan Times did imt notice the ocoiileat iu 
any way. It will take some time before the 



whole of the bruises and scratches about his face 
will he effaced j in fact, ho is so badly scratchud 
that I scarcely ro cognise! him whan ha crosiied' 
the punt. I trust we shall soon ‘see him again 
abtonding to his busiiiosH.

Paris in Danger. 

The 8.4. Gothenburg arrived at the Bluff at 
9.30. p.m. on Thui*aday, having left Melbourne 
on the 24th. 

« anch mail etearaer Alexandra arrived at 
Saturday, ’ bringing the August 
i mails per Malta. 

led are the chief items o£ importance by 
the mail : — 

London, September 2nd to 5th. 
v^The German people are aigning an address 
protesting against foreign intervention with peace 
negotiations. 

Jerome David stated in the Senate on the 3rd 
that Paris will be defended to the utmost in the 
ports, in the streets, and from house to houae ; 
and that, rather than surrender, the people will 
bury themselves in its ashea. The determina- 
tion yaa passionately applauded by both houses, 
and by the public journals. 

A new army is forming. 

The Senate has been abolished. 

The Emperor left everything to the regency 
in Paris, while offering to surrender himself a 
prisoner. 

Baron Lesseps is gazetted honorary Knight 
Commander of the Star of India. 

Mr Freelinghausen declines to become the 
United States Minister for England, vice Mr 
Motley. 

London, September 3. 

90,000 French prisoners were taken at Sedan. 
Tbe Emperor w.as removed to the consulate at 
Berlin, The city was illuminated, 

A peaceful revolution has taken place at Paris. 
The Emperor is deposed and a Republic pro- 
claimed. 

Provisional Government formed, consisting of 
MM. Frouche, Gambetti, Jules Favre, and 
others. 

The Provisional Government are detenninetl 
to repel invasion. 

The troops are fraternising with the people ; 
and political amnesty has been declared. 

Tlic Empress has left. 

The Gcninan Army is marching on Paris 
The citizens are arming and preparing fortifi- 
cations, and are determined on strong resistance. 
Consuls, 92, 

The Baltic expedition is abandoned, 

The condition of Paris is alarmi ig. It is im- 
possible to pacify the people. 

In the Corps Legislate IF there hag been a strong 
debate. Reoritninationa, and even blows, were 
exchanged. The abdication of the Emperor ia 
demanded. 

A public meeting has been held in Germany, 
.at which resolutions were adopted to recom mend 
to the King of Prussia the exact conditions that 
would guarantee lasting peace. 

There h.as been desperate lighting for three 
days between Metz and Verdon, about the cros- 
sing of the Moselle. 

Fatal fights have occurred at Londonderry. 
The town is proclaimed under military rule. 

The Bank of France has suspended specie 
payment. 

The battles fought at Weissenburg, Woerth, 
and Forbach were more disastrous than was at 
first supposed. Marshal M*Mahou’s corps were 
almost annihilated. 

Chalons and Rheim.s were evacuated on the 
20th and 23rd August. Maislial M ‘Mahon, with 
a new army, attempted to retreat on Bazaine at 
Metz, and after two days’ hard fighting at 
Busancy, w'as driven hack beyond the Meuse, 
losing twelve cannon and several thousand p :i- 
Boners in returning to Sedan. 

Strasburg is invested by 50,000 Germans. 

A destructive bombardment has been main- 
tained for several days ; but the Governor will 
not surrender, although the population are 
starving in the streets. 

The German army is now marching on Paris, 
from which the General commanding expelled 
all useless citizens, aud made every preparation 
for a lengthened siege. Fortifications are every- 
where pressed forward. 

Rome ia quiet. The foreign powers all main- 
tain a strict neutrality. 

The fleet in the German Ocean fought an in- 
decisive engagement on August 16, 

Bank rate of discount, 4^. Consols, 91 Co- 
lonial debentures are recovering. Victorian 
sixes, 112i. New South Wales, lOOJ.

The Crown Prince suddenly attacked Marshal 
M 'Mahon at Woerth, and, after an obstinate en- 
gageme||, completely defeated him. 

The hrench harl 11,000 men killed, and 60,000 
taken prisoners, including 100 officers. They, 
also lost thirty guns, four mitmillfurs, two 
eagles, baggage, Ac. The defeat was a complete 
rout, 

The Germans lost 4000 men. 

The French attempted to re-form and make a 
Rtand at Neiderbromn, but the Bavarians took 
the position, and M 'Mahon retreated ortSevemc.
